Police Shook Up. 

New York, Nov. 4.-—Extraordinary 
precautions were taken yesterday to 
{make sure that the police would do 
‘their utmost today to prevent illegal 
voting and the intimidation of voters 
by gangsters at the polls. Mayor Kline 
after a conference with John Mitchell, 
fusion candidate for mayor, and Robert 
|Adamson, manager of the fusion cam- 
paign, requested Police Commissioner 
Waldo to shift every police captain in 
the five boroughs of the city. At mid- 
night Inst night every captain was 
transferred to another precinct and he 
Will stay in his new post until eight 
o'clock Wednesday morning, 

The order came as a shock to the 
older men in the police department, as 
it was the first one of its kind sent 
out since the consolidation of the 
boroughs. It has been customary to 
transfer patrolmen from one precinct to 
another for elections, but the captains, 
as a rule, have stayed in their regular 
precinets, 

Early yesterday Commissioners Wal- 
do denied he intended to transfer the 
captains, but he changed his mind after 
hearing from the mayor. 

In telling of the police arrangements 
for the election, the commissioner said 
he had received word from the mayor, 
managers of the fusion campaign and 
from Wm. Sulzer that “strong arm 
men,” “guerillas” and “gun men" would 
jbe employed to intimidate voters today. 

He said that under his arrangements 
7G detectives and plain clothes. men 
would be at work from midnight last 


night until after the polls closed to- 
night, running down persons of this 
sort. Lieut, Scherb and his “strong 
arm” squad, Lieut. Costigan and a 


squad of 36 picked men, Deputy Com- 
missioners Newberger and McKay and 
Inspector Daly with three squads, and 
| Inspector Jos, Fauurol, with a force of 
875. detectives would be on duty 
throughout the five boroughs, he as- 
|serted to watch for men likely to.create 
i disturbances, These policemen he said 
had been instructed to arrest every man

TORONTO WANTS 
MANY CHANGES IN 
ITS ASSESSMENT 


Board of Control Will Recom- 
mend to City Council Re- 
sult of Inquiries, 


Toronto, Noy. 4.—After an all day 
consultation with the heads of the 


various civic departments the board 
of control today decided to recommend 
to the city council that application be 
made to the Ontarlo legislature for leg- 
islation providing for assessment re- 
form, the imposition of a large tax on 
all vehicles used in,public thorough- 
fares and the regulation of width of 
tires; medical inspection of schools; 
authority to pas§ bylaws to set aside 
defined districts for residential pur- 
poses only; the imposition of a charge 
for the use of the portions of the high- 
ways by builders for the storage of ma- 
terlal; the licensing of public garages 
and civic control of the location of 
private garages; regulation or prohi- 
bition of¢the operation of street pianos 
by females or children; extension of the 
act governing stationary engineers to 
include portable’ engines; an Increase 
in the municipal license fee for cir- 
euses from $500 to $2000 per day; ap- 
pointment by the city council of a 
second report of the Toronto Hydro 
Electric commission who is not a mem- 
ber of the city council. The applica- 
tion to be made for assessment reform, 
if the recommendation of the board of 
control is endorsed by ‘the city council 
{s the sequel to the plebiscite on 
January Ist last when the people voted 
in favor of assessment of buildings, 
business and income on a lower basis 
than land, 

‘he question of unearned increment 
tax was discussed at great length, two 
propositions being considered, namely, 
a tax on transfers of land based on the 
sale price and an annual increment tax, 
by which the city would collect a por- 
tion of the increase in value.

In accordance with an amendment of 
that part of the school grants ordinance 
which deals with the administration of 
grants to school libraries, the Hon. J. R. 
Boyle has devised a much {improved 
method of stocking school Hbraries, 
which will prove of great benefit to 
the schools in the province, but more 
particularly to the rural schools. 
Grants earned by schools for library 
purposes have hitherto been paid to 
each school direct, and within the limits 
prescribed by the department, each 
school made its own purchase of books. 
Certain disadvantages attached to this 
method of purchase. Trustees experi- 
enced difficulty in obtaining books re- 
quired, and in many cases it was found 
that inferior editions ahd been sup- 
plied. Under the scheme proposed by 
the minister of education, the depart- 
ment will carry {n stock a good sup- 
ply of books listed {in the authorized 
catalogue, obtaining specially low terms 
upon quantities. The books will then 
be supplied to school districts at actual 
cost, thus materially increasing the 
actual purchasing power of every dol- 
lar of the brary grant. In addition, 
difficulties with customs will be en- 
tirely eliminated, and school districts 
will- be assured that they have always 
the best editions of all requisite books. 

The school Itbrary branch of the de- 
partment has been put under the care 
of a competent and experienced teach- 
er, and circulars are being mailed to 
each school and teacher, asking for fuli 
information concerning. the present 
state of the library of each school, the 
number, nationality and grade of pro- 
ficiency of the children, and other in- 
formation calculated to assist the 
branch to a fuller understanding of the 
positics im cach school,

London, Noy. 4,—Postmaster-general 
Samvels on his firat puble appcar- 
ance since his return from Canada, 
made a somewhat racy comparison of 
the postal and phone services on both 
sides of the Atlantic. The Canadian

THE JEWS IN 

DARKEST RUSSIA. 

The “Lite Father of All the Russias,’’ who still persists 
in enveloping his people in the superstitions and prejudices of 
the “Dark Ages,” is now staging in the court house at Kiel? 
another tragedy Ikie “Kischeneil” of a few years ago, when 
the “Black Hundreds,” with the connivance of the authorities, 
led ignorant rabbles through the Jewish quarters, murdering, 
plundering, and committing atrocities that horrified the civi- 
lized world, until at least one of the great powers felt con- 
strained to enter formal protest against the barbarities that 
were cominitted, 

Whenever the subjects of the Czar show signs of restless- 
hess, a favorite method of diverting their minds from their 
grievances appears to be to incite them to plunder and murder 
the Jews. Prejudice against the Jews must therefore be cul- 
tivated: it means longer life to the Russian-autocracy, 

The present farcical proceedings in which Mendel Beiliss, 
4 Jewish laborer, is charged with murdering a Christian boy 
and using his blood in a Jewish ritual is a charge of Blood 
Ritualism against all Israel. 

Of course the charge is a malicious, dreadful and cruel 
libel. The greatest dignitaries of all denominations of the 
Christian church in all the leading Christian countries have 
expressed their horror at the proceedings and entered their 
protests against the continuation of the trial. A resolution 
is now before the United States congress, and it will doubtless 
pass, instructing the secretary of state to transmit to the 
Czar’s government the abhorence of the American people to- 
ward the attitude of official Russia against the Jews. 

The charge of Blood Ritualism is so old that it antedates 
the present civilization, — It was first made by the pagan 
Romans against the early Christians, resulting in the torture 
and murder of thousands of Christians. In the middle ages 
it was brought against the Jews, and of course, as in ancient 
Rome, it was never proved because no such thing ever existed 
except in the depraved minds of those who used the charge to 
cloak their race hatred behind religion. That Russia is still 
living in the dark ages is proved by her reviving the absurd, 
but to the Jews calamitous, story. It must be noted that even 
though the story is absurd, the mere making: of the charge and 
pressing it in court can not help buat result in another Kis: 
chenefft herror. 

While the protests of the Archbishop of Canterbury, the 
Archbishop of York, T. P. O'Connor, Joseph Chamberlain and 
other notable men of the British Empire and of the leading 
statesmen and churchmen of America and of Europe are te- 
sounding around the world, it would be satisfying to hear some

similar protest from the Christian church in Canada. 


THE TELEGRAM’S EARLY BIRD 
AND THE UNCONSIDERED WORM. 

The Calgary News Telegram discovers that the increment 
tax is suicidal because the poor workingman who may have 
put his life’s savings into the purchase of a few lots is going 
to be deprived of the opportunity of making a profit upon the 
re-sale of these lots such as will permit him to build a home. 

This is the same kind of logic that the Bulletin applies 
when it rises in defence of its washerwoman. 

Seeing that there would have to be an increment before 
there could be any tax, the Telegram’s supposition that the tax 
in some way could take away both the profit and the amount 
taxed is untenable upon the face of it. 

But upon the other proposition that the poor working- 
man is going to build a home out of the profits of a realty 
investment, the Telegram’s argument is on a par with the 
adage of the early bird that gets the worm; alright until you 
consider the case of the worm. 

All the workingmen can not build homes out of the profit 
of realty investments, any more than the residents of a village 
can become rich by taking in each other's washing. The poor 
workingman, for whom the Telegram has suddenly become 
solicitous, cannot establish a home out of the protits made 
from city lots without incorporating into the price of the city 
lots the Cost of his homie, which cost some other workingman

today, the son of an Engtish officer and 
political agent, As a boy 
to the fand of his fathers, and waa edu- 
cated at Plymouth, after which he became 
a clerk in an Insurance office, It was hits 
ambition to become an actor, and he spent 
same time in studying for the stage. but 
abandoned the art on finding that his’ his- 
trionte ability. dki not justify persever- 
ance, It was 20 years ago that he pub- 
fished his first book, “Some Everyday 
Volks,” which was falliowed by “Down 
Dartmoor’ Way," In {808 “Lying Pro- 
phets’’ was given to the world, and Eng- 
land was brought to a realization that a 
new luminary had appeared on the literary 
horizon, “Children of the Mist,’ pub- 
lished in f80S, spread his fame to America, 
and within a short time £5,000 copies had 
been sold on this side of the ocean, 

The novelist lives in a besutiful villa 
on one of the hills of Torquay, overlook- 
ing Torbay, in South Devon, His prin- 
cipal recreation is the growing of flowers, 
vines and shrubs, and his home fs a verit- 
able bower. His home is within’ easy 
reach of the rugged tors and heather-chd 
wilderness of Darunoor, and the people of 
the cguntry have been made as real to his 
readers as if they were next-door neigh-

Annual Meeting of Western Canada League Held Yesterday at 
Moose Jaw, Contrary to Expectations, Was Free From 
Strife—Makes Move For Better Ball. 


(Special to the Capital.) 
Moose Jaw, Nov. 4.—Contrary to expectations the annual meet- 
Ing of the W.C.L. held here yesterday passed off with the best of 
good feeling and not one passage at arms. Deacon White did not ar- 
rive until two o’clock so the important matters were held for the 
afternoon session, 

Several important questions were decided all of which are in the 
best interest of league, clubs and fans alike. The charge of 50c for 
holiday games has been done away with and in future fans will only 
pay 25c. The most important matter, however, was the motion to 
raise the number of players to be carried by each team and the salary 
limit. The number of players was increased to 14 exclusive of a 
bench manager and the salary limit placed at $1800, which does not 
include the manager’s salary, ‘ 


As the league was unable io raise the class of ball to 'C’’ class it 


was decided to place the matter before the national commission which 
sits at Columbus on November 11, and get its permission at the same 
time sending proof of the fact that the circuit has a population of 
200,000, the number required for “C” class ball. The guarantee 
question caused much discussion as to whether a team should be paid 
twice on account of tie games or no contests and to get over this dif- 
ficulty it was proposed by Mr. Savage seconded by Westman that in 
case of tie games the general admission be divided between the two 
clubs and each ticket taken be assessed at 25 cenis. Ginther of the 
“Hat” pressed that his club receive a larger guarantee while on the 
road or a division of the gate receipts other than grand stands. His 
request was finally granted but it is doubtful if he will be as well off. 
Each club has decided to put up $1,000 as a guarantee that they will 

~ have a team for the next five years and finish the schedule, so that 
the W.C.L. is certain of having pro. baJl for this period or clubs lose 
their deposit. In order to finance the league each club must pay into 
the treasury by April 1st, 1914, the sum of $500 and the officers are 
to take the first $3,000 out of the holiday games. 

This ended the general business and the election of officesr was 
proceeded with. James Fleming, of Medicine Hat, was elected at a 
salary of $1500 and travelling expenses and to provide his own secre- 
tary.

The regular meeting of the Edmonton 
Trades and Labor counctl was held last 
night in the Meehanies’ hall, Third street, 
a woodly number of the delegates being on 
hand. 

The candidature of J, A, Kinney for al- 
derman at the forthcoming clyle election 
Was unanimously agreed to by the dele- 
gates and J, A, Kinney, who was present 
on invitation of the council, stated that 
he would accept the pomination, 

The election committee were instructed 
to draw up a platform and submit the 
Sime to next meeting, In explaining his 
position to the meeting It w agreed that 
any legislation that was in the interests 
of the wage workers of Edmonton was in 
the best interests of the citizens, 

Mr, Kinney further stated he favored 
the taking of a plebescite on the elective 
commission form of goverpment, 

The quarterly report of the Alberta Fed- 
eration of Labor was laid before the coun- 
cll by the seer ry. It was shown by 
the report that the federation were taking 
up active organization work and that they 
had been promised by the executive of the 
| Dominion Trades Congress that they would 
[tt wa them in the work of organization. 


It was also staled that President Jones, In 
| conjunction with Vice-President Vickarage, 
had wathted on the government opposing 
the amendments to the workmen's com- 
| pensation actas submitted by the fiuilders’ 
Exchange, They informed the counctl that 
they were gathering data from all coun- 
tries on the master and servants act for 
the purpese of drafting a bill which they 
stated had been promised to he submitted 
at the next sitting of the iegislature by 
Attorney General Cross, 
Elective Commiesion, 

The council then took up the question 
of asking fora plebiscite to be taken at the 
oncoming civic elections, this coming he- 
fore the council through a letter which 
was addressed to the council from the Civic 
Government League, At this stage of the 
proceedings Mr, Roche, the secretary of 
teague, being present, was called upon to 
address the counell upon its aims and ob- 
jects, 

The council allowed him 20 minutes of
